HARDSHIP’ IN PARKING LAW Monday Night 

L. B. Joyner, 635 Canyon Crest Drive, denounced Tuesday 
the “unwarranted hardship” caused in the Marlborough Terrace 
District by Sierra Madre’s overnight parking ordinance. 

Mr. Joyner, the owner of income property in the canyon, said 
that because of the hilly terrain “it is almost impossible to pro¬ 
vide ' adequate parking space ______ 

on the property.” 

One of his tenants, he said, 
is therefore forced to contem¬ 
plate moving. And at another of 
his lots, “in an effort to co¬ 
operate we have destroyed at¬ 
tractive landscape, but the 
space so made available makes 
parking extremely difficult and 
hazardous.” 

Fred Kramer, Hie tenant at 
645 Canyon Crest, said the or¬ 
dinance particularly "aroused 
my ire iij the way it was han¬ 
dled.” He complained that a 
warning notice was placed on 
one of his two cars two weeks 
ago by the police, but he could 
get no definite information re¬ 
garding the ordinance from the 
Police Department. 

“Two days later we had a ci¬ 
tation,” Mr. Kramer stated. 

He said he was given a 
“white card” (application for 
parking permit) the next day, 
but no explanation about how 
to use it. 

“At the end of seven trips in 
seven days we still had the 
white card, a citation, and only 
rumors to go by,” he declared. 

Councilman Lawrence Wash¬ 
burn explained that providing 
for “hardship cases” such as 
Mr. Kramer was one of the pur¬ 
poses of the ordinance.

The possibility of making dog vaccinations against rabies 
compulsory in Sierra Madre was being explored this week. 

In interviews conducted by the NEWS and a local resident, 
who asked to remain anonymous, it was learned that rabies 
innoculations are an accepted health policy, but the Los Angeles 
County Health Department 


takes no action except to recom¬ 
mend them for dogs. 

“We highly recommend the 
vaccinations, but we cannot 
make them compulsory,” said 
C. O. Harvey, chief communi¬ 
cable disease inspector for the 
health department. He pointed 
out that some citizens oppose 
the shots for religious reasons; 
others see them as a means of 
promoting vaccines and veteri¬ 
narians. 

Mr. Harvey said, however, 


that rabies innoculations of 
dogs are required in San Gab¬ 
riel before licenses can be is¬ 
sued. El Monte and Pomona, 
both are thinking of making 
the shots compulsory, he said, 
and all cities In San Bernardino 
County and San Diego require 
them.

If it were wise to relate ev¬ 
erything that happens within 
the circles of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment functions writing this 
column would be easy. As it 
is, it is necessary to repeat the 
same story. 

If the repetition accom¬ 
plishes the purpose — that of 
preventing fires—we will feel 
rewarded. Not only do the fire¬ 
men feel that they will be re¬ 
warded, but they feel that the 
general public should show 
some signs of acknowledgment. 

It was utterly surprising to 
learn that some of our noted, 
leading citizens did not know 
that the Fire Department is 
without a driver at the station. 
They are not to blame, because 
we have had such wonderful 
success by arriving at the fires 
in good time. (Up to date, that 
is.) 

They should, however, be in¬ 
terested enough to know just 
how well their employees are 
being treated and how they are 
progressing. There is one sure 
way to find out and that is by 
asking. The firemen who work 
for other employers than the 
city realize that there must be 
some responsibility to keeping 
fire equipment and a fire com¬ 
pany in working condition. It is 
not too encouraging to one who 
tries very hard to do this .and 
yet is so little recognized. 

To be greeted daily by local 
businessmen with the very fa¬ 
miliar remark, “Don’t you ever 
do anything but ride around in 
a car?”, finally reaches a point 
where it becomes “hard to 
take.” It is a little irritating 
when the remark comes from 
those who appear to have plen¬ 
ty of time on their hands to 
stand around and judge. 

They must come to the reali¬ 
zation that to be tied to a re¬ 
sponsibility nine hours a day, 
six days a week (and some¬ 
times seven) becomes just as 
monotonous as does the art of 
selling real estate or collecting 
interest. They must also re¬ 
member that the responsibility 
of the progress of a fire depart¬ 
ment along with another full¬ 
time job requires just a little

QMSA Leonard Barrett, home after more than six months’ 
combat duty in Korean waters, testified this week to the accuracy 
of gun fire from his ship, the USS Rochester. 

Barrett, son of Mr. and Mrs. R. G. Barrett, 312 W. Montecito, 
related that the heavy cruiser one day was given a firing mission 
of an enemy-held bunker 16 
miles away. 

The Rochester had to fire just 
one round to destroy the bunk¬ 
er. The 8-inch shell made a di¬ 
rect hit. “It was uncanny,” the 
Sierra Madre bluejacket ob¬ 
served. 

He said the Rochester has 
been dubbed “The Galloping 
Ghost” for its exploits during 
the Korean War. Just the day 
before getting orders to return 
to the United States, the ship 
went into the heavily-fortified 
Wonsen Harbor. “We shelled it 
with everything we had.” Bar¬ 
rett said. 

The warship made five sepa¬ 
rate cruises in and around Ko¬ 
rea during the half year away 
from the States. Barrett said he 
had liberties (shore leaves) in 
Japan, Pusan, and Chinhi 
(Chinhi is the South Korean 
Nav&l Academy—"the Annapo¬ 
lis of Korea”).- 

The local serviceman expects 
to get a 13-day leave starting 
June 15. His ship arrived in San 
Pedro last week and soon will 
go into a Naval Shipyard for 
overhaul.

Dance to the Piper, by Agnes de Mille. 

This is an endearing book—engaging, honest, informative and 
brave! Miss de Mine's story gives the layman a vivid idea of 
what it costs in time, money, moral courage—not to speak of 
physical effort—to become and remain a dancer. 

Her writing style is naively 
chatty, and very eloquent. The 
girl who grew up in California 
in the early days of the picture 
business, the adolescent who 
began to dream of being a 
dancer only w'hen she saw' Pav¬ 
lova. this is her story. It is ir- 
restible, twinkling with that 
spontaneous fervor that sweeps 
the speech of artisans who are 
in love with their craft. 

The author’s contention, the 
real core and meaning of the 
book, is that the young cheore- 
ographers have developed a 
new form. The chapters on her 
successful “Rodeo” and "Okla¬ 
homa” describe the glamor, the 
anguish and even the horror of 
a dancer’s life. 

The most memorable and 
moving statement in Miss de 
Mille”s biography is a direct 
quotation from a conversation 
with the dancer, Martha Gra¬ 
ham: 

", . . no artist is pleased. 

There is no satisfaction what¬ 
ever at any time. There is only 
a queer, divine dissatisfaction, 
a blessed unrest that keeps us 
marching and makes us more 
alive than the others. . . .” 

This is the story of a girl who 
literally kept on her toes until 
she got w’here she wanted to 
go! ft is well worth while.

ing matter,” so stated Ralph Barstow, Director of Ethics and 
Economics of the Optometric Extension Program, who spoke re¬ 
cently at a meeting of the San Gabriel Valley Optometric Asso¬ 
ciation at Carpenter’s Restaurant in Arcadia. 

"Of course a detective story 
or a romance is read quickly 
and without much effort but a 
nonfiction book or a school 
textbook about which one has 
to think, slows the reader down 
considerably. The question is, 
how many miles of reading 
does the average student in 
High School or College have to 
do in the course of a four-year 
term?” 

According to Doctor Barstow, 
the ability to read either words 
or figures is a skill which can 
be taught. He points out the 
large number of people who 
move their lips while they read 
indicates the actual nervous and 
muscular effort they put into 
the job. He says that the peo¬ 
ple who move their lips while 
they are doing mathematical 
calculations are considerably 
greater in number largely be¬ 
cause these people have not 
been trained in the visual skills 
that would enable them to read 
and comprehend quickly. 

He quotes Dr. Samuel Ren- 
shaw, of Ohio State University, 
on an experiment in training 
people to read words and fig¬ 
ures and to remember what 
they have read with almost un¬ 
believable rapidity and effi¬ 
ciency. Doctor Barstow says 
that in the laboratory at Ohio 
State University, using the tac- 
hjstoscope as a training device, 

Doctor Renshaw was able to in¬ 
crease the ability of the mathe¬ 
matical marvel, Salo Finkel- 
stein, considerably. In the be¬ 
ginning, Finkelstein had to 
study a 20-digit number—that 
is, a number with 21 figures 
in it—for 9.23 seconds but, after 
training, Finkelstein did it in 
3.17 seconds. 

Thinking that this might be 
some special faculty enjoyed by 
Finkelstein alone, Doctor Ron- I 
shaw tried it on some of his 
students in the college and 
found one student who read 
and reproduced a 12-digit num¬ 
ber in .75 seconds or three quar¬ 
ters of a second. This is sup¬ 
posed to be a world record and 
beat anything done by Finkoi- 
stein. 

When this same idea of train¬ 
ing was applied to reading, re¬ 
markable increase was found. 

Before training, one student 
who read at an average of 418 
words a minute (which is much 
higher than most people) read 
the same material at the rate 
of 1073 words a minute after 
training or about two and one- 
half times as fast as previous¬ 
ly, with the same degree of 
comprehension. 

According to Doctor Barstow, 
these are samples that show 
what can be done to

who actually cannot find off- 
street parking are entitled ro 
apply for a special permit to 
leave their cars on the streets 
between the hours of 2 and 4 
•a.m. 

Police Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan explained further that 
the ordinance limits the issu¬ 
ing of permits to two six-month 
periods. “They are temporary 
permits under the ordinance 
with the idea that the person 
makes other parking arrange¬ 
ments during the period,” he 
staled. A $6 "inspection fee” is 
charged by the city. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
emphasized that the $(1 really 
is to cover the cost of inspec¬ 
tion and book work and is not 
intended as a parking fee, since 
the city cannot rent public 
streets. 

Chief McMillan remarked 
that there must have been 
someone in the Police Depart¬ 
ment who could explain the or¬ 
dinance since several permit 
applications already are on file. 
He added that he works nine 
hours a day, six days a week, 
and is there much of the time. 

Councilman Charles James 
pointed out that purpose be¬ 
hind the ordinance was to in¬ 
sure greater safety in those and 
other areas of the city.
